— bulbs are designed to operate ef¬ 
ficiently for a definite, length of 
time at the definiU^yoltage,, but 
sometimes longer life o) 
is obtained at lower voltage at a 
sacrifice of lighting efficiency. If 
a 120-volt bulb is used on a 115- 
volt ^circuit, the life of the bulb 
will> be about 60% longer but its 
light will be 86% of its normal 
brightness. If the situation is re¬ 
versed and a 110-volt bulb on a 115 
volt civcuit the light produced will 
be 15% brighter but will last only 
58% of its normal life. One is able 
to see by these figures it is 

necessary to know the voltage of 
your electric service and buy bulbs 
designed for that voltage. For 
economy of operation and initial 
cost of bulbs .one bulb of high 
wattage will give more light and 
cost less than several small ones 
whose combined wattage is the 
same. That is a 100 watt bulb, fur¬ 
nishes more light than four 25 watt 
bulbs, costs the same io operate 
and the initial* price is about *4 as 
much.
